Patrick had appealed to that court 


for a hearlUK on u writ of liabaan cor- 
pus which ho had obtained from an 
individual justice ot the supreme court 
ordering the jft'onwullng olHcers to 
ihov cause why ho nhoulrt not be re- 
leased from prison or put to dentil for 
tho murder of Wltllum Mursh Hlcu. 


In support ot the writ P.urii:k sev- 


eral weeks ago made a vensatiunui 
personal appeal to the appellate dlvl- 
•Ion In which ho declared tl'Kl tho 
eommitttitJon of hl» death sentence to 
that of life imprisonment by Governor 
Mtgglns constituted the Imposition of 
a sentence worse than death. Patrick 
also attacked the legality ot his con- 
viction on the ground of conspiracy. 


Alt the justices of the 
appellate; 


division concurred In tllsmttsiE^ thn 
writ of habeas corpus. -The court sus- 
tained the Judgment of conviction and 
tae commutation of hit* acntence to 
that of llfo Imprisonment, and ordered 
Patrick to be remanded to flagging 
prison, 


tn the opinion of the court, which 


was written by Justice Jenks, tile most 
ftriktna paragraph wiut one holding 
that the "degree ot punishment Is not 
determined by the preference of th>) 
«onvict." This wns In answer to Pat- 
rick's declaration that llfo Imprison- 
ment was a greater 
hardship 
than 


death. The opinion tmy> In part: 


"I find no force In the contention 


that there cannot be a. commutation 
from the punishment of death to thai 
Of life Imprisonment, because commu- 
tation Implies a less punishment, but 
life Imprisonment Is a greater punish- 
ment than death. The degree of pun- 
ishment la not determined by thu In- 
dividual preference of a c.onvlct. 
It 


Is the common judgment of men that 
to deprive the criminal of his life lit 
the greatest punishment known to 
modern times. 


"The people In thin utalo have In 


effect determined that this penalty Is 
the most severe by prescribing It us 
the punishment for the highest crime* 
only—murder In tho first degree und 
treason—nnd by prescribing that in 
the former case only tho appeal la 
direct to our highest rourt." 


Following tho decision Wltltum L. 


McDonald, Patrick'* counsel, 
ntild: 


"We shall promptly tiike all the legal 
eteps to bring Patrick's case Into the 
higher courts. Wo have not an ap- 
peal by right from tho appellate divi- 
sion, but that court can grant us tin 
appeal If so disposed, tf this Is not 
done we shall get a writ of error and 
carry the1 case to tho Ualtod Suites 
supreme court."
